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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 and18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Farris et al. 

Farris shows, in Figure 1 A, a frame assembly with an elongate member 13 and a 
receiving member 14. The elongate member has an outer cross sectional shape 
including flat portions and corners that form segments of a circle. The receiving 
member has an internal cross sectional shape that cooperates with the elongate 
member shape to prevent relative rotation therebetween. 

3. Claims 12-17, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lockard (USPN 4,813,693). 

Lockard shows a wheelchair with a first cross-brace 30 pivotally connected to a 
second cross brace 32. The braces are connected to side frames A and to seat frames 
C. Each cross brace telescopes in a receiving member 46 and is clamped in place by a 
selectively placed screw and bolt. Links 64, 94, pivotally connect between respective 
cross brace members and upper rails 14, 18, of the side frames. 

4. Claims 4 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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5. Claims 5-8, 10 and 1 1 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 18 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed July 26, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Lockard fails to anticipate the claim language because it 
fails to show elongate and receiving members with "respective formations" and a clamp 
having a locating member. However, examiner maintains that element 50 of Lockard 
corresponds to applicant's "elongate member", tube 52 is a "receiving member" and the 
nut and bolt connector (unnumbered) is a "clamp", as broadly recited. The elongate and 
receiving members each have holes or "receiving formations" and the bolt has a shank 
that constitutes a "locating member" that cooperates with the formations. Therefore, 
Lockard is believed to meet the claim language, as broadly recited. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
